Chinese Patent Application No. 2272353Y discloses: The present utility model, "stylish 
punch apparatus", is improvement on the vertically depressing-type punching apparatus. At the 
side of the cover of the punching apparatus, a curved pressing lever is disposed. The pressing 
lever has one end traversely extends over the cover, and has a recessed section at a position 
corresponding to the depressing button protruding through the top surface of the cover. The user 
touches the end of the pressing lever and moves the pressing lever downwards so that the 
recessed section sustains against the depressing button to move the depressing button 
downwards, thereby saving laboring compared to the vertically depressing-type punching 
apparatus that depresses the depressing button directly.
